the fact that a fee is charged visitors to 
the great American's tomb is alone suffi- 
°iont. 


The truo policy to be adopted in regard 


to bntterme, and to all other imitation or 
adulterated articles of food, is to require 
tbat thev shall be sold only for what they 
are, instead of what they are uot. They 
can not bo tc.ted out ot existence.
